Do@or Abbots in detence of Perkins , ſayeth 
It is holden for a matter of princely Aſateſtie , the» 
tbrre be a reverence perſormed to theſe thrgs wbich

the Princes Imege. It is thought good by the 
Srare, thatthe Maieſtic of Princes be nphol- 
den by ſuch meancs, becauſe they are but 
weake mortall men. But God needeth nor 
any ſuch props to hold up his majeſtic, nei- 
ther wil he haue any worſhip conveyed to him 
mediatelie by anie crearure never {oholy, or 
of whatſoeveruſe. The facraments are com- 
pared to ſeales, bur net in every reſpet. The 
ſacraments haue all their force and power 
from the word, ſo hath nor the Kings ſeale 
from rhe Charter, The word is of it ſelfa 
firms and ſure without the ſacraments, fo is 
not the Charter withour the feale, A ſeals 
maketh -things authenticalt, as meaſures, 
clothes, grants, or the like. The ſacramerits 
are annexed to the word,” nor to make'the 
k -d more authenticall, bur to cenfirme 
our faith. The outward fifnes of rhe facra. 
ment are made for us, not we for them. And 
as one ſayth, as they are the plaineſt part of 
Divinitic , fo they come loweſt to our ne. 
ceſſitie , and capacitic. When we heard the 
word, we were ſcaled with the Spirit, Fpheſ t. 
rj. Theholy Spirit is the feate or figner ſea- 
ling us to redemption, the graces of the Spi- 
rit are the ſcales ſcaled, or printed upon 'us. 
The holy Spirit ſcaleth unto us Chriſt, and all 
his benefites, and properly afſurech' us of 
them, ſometime by the word, and forzetime 
by the {acrament as outward meanes, The 
outward meanes are to bee revercaceed , bus 
Rot to be adored. 
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Tt is alledped that we may bow before the 


Sacramental bread,and wine, becauſe the peo- 
bowing before ple of God bowed before the ark, We an{wer, 
the arze an- they bowed not for reverence of the arke, bur 


to God dwelling, or fitting in thearke be- 
twecene the Cherubims. God was after an 
extraordinaric , and fingular manner preſeng 
in the arke, delivering oracles. For this fin- 
gular preſence of God in the arke the Temple 
was built,and al the implements therot made. 
God promiſed to hcare his people , when 
they ſhould rurne them toward this Temple. 
50 they bowed roward rhe arke, roward the 
Temple , wherein the arke was , toward the 
mountain wheron the Temple was f(ituarc,be- 
cauſe of Gods preſence 1n the ark,in theTem. 
pic wherein the arke was, & which was (icuate 
vpon the monutaine. They bowed roward 
the Temple , not as toward a particulas thing, 
bur as coward a particular place of preſence, 
The bread 1is a particular thing, not a particu- 
lar place of preſence, wherein God may be 
laid ro fitr, or dwell, or from whence 
he promiſeth to hcare our prayers, 
There 1s no ſuch place of preſence now 
under the New teſtament.

A repreſentation 
of Cihriſts body actively ro the communicant, 
thatis to STEEN h1s body to be received, we 
ackaowledge : but a repreſentation of Chrifts 
boty paſlively , that is to ftand in Chriſty 
roving to receive adoration trom the com- 
municant, as a Vicegerent of Chriſt ablenr, 
we doe not acknowledge, For that were to 
giuc a portion of divine honour to the crea- 
turc,to make it Chrifts Vicegerent when wee 
worſhip him, By this reaſon wee might not 
oncly kneele, but kifle the ſacrament, and di-

Howloever it 1s with them, kneehng 
1s evcr a geſture of adoration, and never to bee 
uſed, but ro God directly in abſolute adoratie 
on, Abſolute adoration we call rhat which is 
given to perſons, or intell:Quall creatures for 
ſome intrinlick excellencie in them, . Reſpe- 
Q:ve we call that which 1 deterrmined in fenf- 
Iefſc and dead creatures, reſtcth in them, and 
is properly given them which are honoured 
per ſe by themſelues, howbeir propter «/4ud for 
lome extrinſick excelencic out of thEſclues & 
inherent in the ſamplar, or thing repreſented, 
and conſequently honour redeundeth to the 
ſamplar by conſcquence. 

Put the caſe the Form3liſt were free of the 
former two intentions,that 1s,to adore ſignes, 
either coninndly or refpcHiuely, and that it 
were true whereunto he ficeth, as unto his laſt 
refuge,that the bread and wine are obiefttum &4 
gas ſronificative,chat is,an ative obict moving 
us ro worſhip the thing {ignihed : which dif.

from the clements, neither can Door Aſor- 
ton (how any difference, The outward acthon 
1s exerciſed materially before the irage , the 
intention of worſhip 13 direQed to the ſamplar 
in their underſtanding. So the 1mage was only 
obi:ttum « quo ſignificative to them 1n regard of 
the inward aft-Ction. And yet we condemne 
them for exerciſing the natural ation of out- 
ward adoration before the image , or at the 
preſence of the image. M. Lindſ«y layeth that 
there 13a diff-rence between images the inven- 
tion of men,& the works of God, the word of 
God,and the ſacraments. But manic of the 
Engliſh formaliſts approue images as lawtull 
obiets ro ſtirre up the memorie , as the Re- 
plyer to Morton doth teſtife. And they have 
reaſon : for if they condemned images, as 
Ggnes invented by men, unfit , and unlawtull 
for wakening up of the memorie, and puttin 
them in minde of ſome pious dutic,they wulk 
alſo condemne the ſigne of the crofſe,the ſur- 
plice , and other {ignificant rices invented by 
man, Now if chey may be lawful obie&s to 
ſticr up the memorie, what can hinder adora- 
tion before them,more then before other mo- 


ving obic&s, Si exemplaris ipſa per ſe font dignd

cale of adoration there is no difftcrence. In the 
caſe of cſimation, or venerarion, & irftrudis 
they differ, We eſteem more of Gods works 
then the workmathip of men. We owe venc= 
ration, a decent & comly uſage to Gods word 
& lacraments,which we ought not to 1mages. 


They 
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They ate alſo ordayned by God for our in- 
firuttien, and ſo are not images. But to ad- 
orc God in them, by them, or before chem by 
diretion,is forbidden az well as adoration be- 
fore images. Otherw iſe we ſhould fall dewne 
before cveric green tree, before an aſſe , or a 
toade, or any ether vile creature, when they 
worke as objects upon our migds , and moue 
us to conſider z geodnes , wildome and 
power, We haue ro confider, that when a 
man is conſidering the inviſible thiags of God 
in the workmanſhip of an affe, tree,toade or 
any other creature, he 1s not then praying, or 
prayſing except by ejaculations, which may 
OCCcurre1n alour atzons, but he is meditating, 
and contemplating, For if T ſheuld adore,thar 
is pray,or praiſe God upon my knees in the 
meane time , when I am poring with the eyes 
both of body & minde upon a cree,or atoade, 
I ſhould cofound rwo exerciſes,or be thought 
to adore the affe, the toade,or the tree, or God 


Be adoratio. in, or by the affe,roade or tree. YVoſqnes the le- 
1b. ; diſp. ſurte doubreth not ro averre,that net an im 
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onely, or an holy thing may be worſhipped, 
with the fame adoration that is given to God, 
bur alſo any thing in the workd,the ſunne,the 
moone, the ftars, a fteck, a little None, or a 
ſtraw. We arc not far from this horrible cr- 
ror, if we fall down te worſhip God before his 
creatures , when they pur us in remembrance 
of him,or when we contemplar his properties 
in them. A. Lindſey bimſclf changeth the 
phraſe of ſpeech to ſhun this abſurditic.For he 
fayth, To bow down When we bane ſeen the works 
of God, pwben we baug beard the word,and when Ie 
r6ccing 
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receine the ſacraments to adore bins , ben by ba 
Bork: the Dordand ſacraments we are taught bs ad- 
ore, ts weyther to bow downe to an Jdoll, nor to 
IÞorſhip God in an Idol. Why doth he not ſay, 
when Ibe haxe received the ſacraments, as he ſayd 
of the other two , Þhen we haze ſeene the workes 
of God,when Ibe haue beard the word or why 
oth he not ſay , Þben IÞe ſee the works of God, 
when weheare the word, and ben we receine the ſa- 
craments, as he ſhould have done, if he would 
haue ſhowen the difference betwixt images , 
the works of God, the word of God, and the 
{acraments. For the works, and word of God 
are objeRs ſignificant, when we ſce and heare 
the ſame. So if we may fall down to worſhip 
God,when we fee the ſacrament , becaulc it is 
obieftum 4 quo ſegnificative, we way do the like 
when we hear the word,or in private worſhip, 
when we [ce the creatures , and cenſider the 
workmanſhip of Goed in them : for theſe are 
not images or inventions of men. The ground 
of this error is the confounding of two exer« 
ciles, prayer,or praiſe,and meditation, or con- 
templation. It I were reading a paſſage of 
{crigture;and meditating upen it , I adore noe 
then upan my knees, becauſe I am then appre- 
heading , and confidering what is read, and 
adore not till that exerciſe be ended. When ir 
1s ended, if 1 fnde my (elf moucd to pray ar 
to giue thanks,I pore not ftil with the eyes of 
my.minde,and body upon the book, but turn 
me tos wall,or a chair, or a bed, or any'other 
thing caſually placed before me, yea perhaps 
beforethe book it (elf, but caſually , as beforo 
any other thing, For I am not then gathering

leflons or inftruftions. For that exerciſe is en- 
ded, and this time it is not fir. As it farcth 
with the book of grace, ſo doeth ic with rhe 
booke of nature. When am reading in the 
booke of nature beholding an aſfſe,a tree,or a 
toade, or any other workmanſhip of God, and 
conſidering in it his goodnes, power, wildnme, 
It is an objet moving me to praiſe, & thanke 
God, but nor in that exerciſe. For thn I hal 
both ftill behold and adore. Now, it we may 
not do this with the works of God in private 
worſhip,we may not do it with the word read 
or preached, or the ſacramental {:gnes 1n pub» 
hike worſhip, For when we arc hearing , be- 
holding,and conſidering , we are receiving in- 
ſiraKion trom the objects of the cye and the 
eare,and we are then in another employ ment 
then when we are adoring. Farther the cle» 
ments are objettum a quo ſignificative immedi. 

atly after the conſecration , as the papift and 

formaliſt both hold. Therefore all that ate in 

'the kirk ſhould kneel at the fight of the con- 
ſecrated elements, cucn long before they re- 

ceiue,or approach to receive,and the elements

If you build up 
that which you deſtroyed, you make your 
ſelfe a treſpalſer. The Apoltle forbidderh 
the Corinthians to converſe, or cate with a 
brother idolater, r Cor: 3. and yet you will 


" tate aud drink with him,when hee is commit- 


ting the very at. The Apoſtk forbiddeth 
not ſocietic with him in publick Afﬀemblies, 
but onely in private, & where he committerh 
the aR, cill he be reclaimed. Next, the come 
municant with the kneeler caſterh himſelf 
into rentation, by ſetting before him an evil 
example, which may enduce him ro doe the 
like,fpecially if the knecler be a perſon of any 
credit and countenance. Many are diſquieted 
with the fight of a monſter, or carcafſe many 
moneths atter. It is an evill token when you 
can be fo well content to fee ſuch a monſter in 
our kirk, and your heart not rife within you. 
If you ſhould preſent your ſclfe to the maſſe 
in the ſame manner, and with the ſame liber- 
ty, cuſteme would ſo harden the hearr,thar in 
the end you would balt with the lame, and 
conforme in every point. It will creepe like

day neceſſaric. So bewitching finnes are ide. 
larry and ſuperſtition, Thirdly, you are 
partaker of an Idoll feaſt. Srart not at this I 
ſay : for the {acrament of rhe Lozds Supper 
may be turned-into an idoll feat, and hath 
beeg a more abhominable feaſt chen ever was 
any among the heathens. And howbeit there 
may be ſome difference betwixt the formalifts 
and the papiſts, ariſing upon the diverſitic of 
inward opinions and conceits of Chriſts recall 
proſgoce inthe elements, yet if both their ge- 
ures be idolawrous in their owne kindes, the 
Lords (upper is made an 1doll feaſt.
